the memorandum, and the latter had
no hesitation in saying that the dis-
patch of such a note directly after Pres-
Ident Cleveland's proclamation calling
for observance of the neutrality laws
would be calewluted to serlously affect
relations hetween Spain and the United
Btates,

The Spanish minlster for foreign af-
fairs thereupon assured Minister Tay-
lor that the memorandum would be
withheld, also stating that no offense
wus Intended to President Cleveland or
to the government of the United States,
and that Spain had only desired to
sound the powers with the view of
contingencles which might arise out of
the presidentinl electlon.
